Modern—with Gusto 


Tommi Parzinger’s latest designs are a 
fascinating collection of furniture, lamps 
and accessories, interpreted in the mod- 
ern idiom, and recently introduced in his 
newly designed showroom at 441 Madi- 
son Avenue, New York. As befits his 
firm name, Parzinger Originals, Inc., the 
new collection is freshly original in its 
use of materials, unhackneyed in its de- 
sign concepts. Mr. Parzinger is not afraid 
of ornamentation, and much of his new 
furniture is an articulate example that 
structurally simple pieces need not. be 
completely unadorned to be well de- 
signed. Consider, for example, a charm- 
ing small commode with three drawers 
lacquered in Delft blue and studded with 
white porcelain nails—an effect which 
is somewhat reminiscent of hobnail glass. 
Or a platinum maple buffet with three 
center drawers and two doors: its gold 
bronze hardware is both functional and 
decorative. Similarly, a round cocktail 
table has a red lacquered base, polished 
brass feet and a white marble top. A 
platinum maple headboard has decora- 
tion of ebony inlay. And a brushed oak 
commode uses green bronze hardware. 
New lighting designs are equally inter- 
esting in design and use of materials. 
There are several floor lamps—a tall, 
wrought iron model, exuberant in feeling 
with four tall candles and white opaque 
shades; a weathervane lamp, 822” high, 
with wrought iron base and brass trim. 
For indirect lighting there is an unusual 
foliated design of pierced brass mounted 
on tall, white-lacquered pedestals. Brass 
is also used in wall sconces, a torchiere, 
a ceiling fixture, in the mobile of a white- 
frame table lamp. 


New York Showroom 
For Albert Van Luit 


Where in New York can one obtain the 
Albert Van Luit wallpapers? We can 
now provide the answer to this frequent 
inquiry: in their own showroom at 515 
Madison Avenue. Prior to seeing their 
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full line of papers, we had associated 
Van Luit almost exclusively with scenics 
and were pleasantly surprised to find also 
an unusually fine selection of repeat pat- 
terns. Many of these repeat papers are 
happy not only when used alone, but 
they are also excellent ground or com- 
panion papers for the scenics. A number 
of subtly blended textural effects, for in- 
stance, can be achieved with “Pongee,” 
an unusual distressed pattern formed by 
a gold overprint; “Confetti,” a spatter 
design; and one of their newest additions 
—*‘Moroccan Grille,” an elegant com- 
panion paper for their new scenic “Car- 
avan” shown in the Spotlight on Sources 
section of this issue. New repeat papers 
include “Grape Arbor,” with sketchily 
drawn bunches of grapes, a harlequin 
diamond motif, and “Mayan Calendar” 
with ancient stone carvings softly printed 
on a textured ground. 


New Showings 
At Grosfeld House 


We can always count on Grosfeld House, 
215 East 58th Street, New York, to come 
up periodically with something new and 
interesting, but their latest showings seem 
to outdo all previous efforts. Most of an 
entire floor is given over to the new col- 
lections which encompass, in room set- 
tings, a Biedermeier bedroom group, a 
traditional-modern grouping, and several 
rooms of modern furniture designed by 
William Breger and Stanley Salzmann. 
The traditional-modern furniture has sev- 
eral pieces showing the Far Eastern influ- 
ence, either in design or in the use of 
materials. Wood throughout is mahogany, 
some of the pieces bleached to a soft 
honey color, others in a light parchment 
tone. A few of the highlights are a sec- 
tional sofa, an unusual high-back chair; 
a cabinet with brass shelves at the top 
and a pineapple motif arising from either 
end; several cane chairs, and the cock- 
tail-planter table shown in the Spotlight 
section of this issue. Of particular interest 
in the Biedermeier bedroom setting is the 
modern background treatment of harle-

quin-diamond wallpaper in brown and 
gold, a correlation with the dark brown 
diamond accents used on the drawers of 
a long double dresser and the frame of 
a mirror. A high five-drawer chest has a 
mirror attached in a canopy effect with 
a lighting unit built in at the top. The 
bed headboard uses an X-motif in brass. 
The new Breger-Salzmann designs are 
also in mahogany, in several different 
finishes, with furniture for living, dining 
and bedroom. Upholstered chairs, light 
in feeling, are characterized by an X- 
shaped back joined by brass at the center. 
An interesting doughnut shaped table is 
in the form of wedges which form a 
single unit when joined, or several indi- 
vidual tables when separated. New dining 
room furniture uses brass for accents on 
the chairs and to join the legs of a round 
dining table. Chairs have a “floating” 
look and are slightly tilted in form with 
suspended back and seat. The bedroom 
group has several noteworthy points of 
interest: twin beds which are joined by 
a headboard with storage units and form 
a semi-circle ; cabinets with curved sliding 
doors; a man’s chest with two doors, one 
plain and one shuttered; and—harking 
back to other days—a rocking chair. All 
told, this is an unusually comprehensive 
collection, one which points up the de- 
mand today for furniture in many styles 
and in many moods. 


Fiberglas: 

New Concepts in Design 
We have never heard many pros and cons 
regarding the use of Fiberglas for decora- 
tive fabrics. The chief objection has been 
a lack of variety in texture, weave and 
design. For nearly a year now the Owens- 
Corning Fiberglas Corporation has been 
working in association with designers 
Doris and Leslie Tillett in an attempt to 
overcome this objection. The results are 
superbly evident in their new collection 
of designs being shown at the Fiberglas 
Building, 16 East 56th Street, New York.

Although the new designs are excellent in 
themselves, more important is the fact 
that the Tilletts have developed new con- 
cepts of design. In many cases, they have 
turned former limitations imposed by 
Fiberglas into distinct advantages. A 
major problem was how to control the 
light that bounces off Fiberglas since it 
is naturally translucent and reflects light. 
This was overcome by a new white pig- 
ment which is completely opaque and is 
used to deluster the fabric. Thus, they 
have printed some designs in a delustered 
mat finish on a lustrous ground, producing 
a singularly rich and elegant effect. By 
reversing the process and printing translu- 
cent motifs on delustered grounds, they 
have achieved patterns with a stained- 
glass feeling. In addition, it enables them 
to print white on off-white or colored 
grounds, Illustrating this technique is a 
design of Wedgwood figures in white on a 
pale blue ground. Further development is 
in the creation of handsome textured ef- 
fects such as moire and marbleized pat- 
terns. And there are stripes and plaids in 
subtle or bold designs. Actual motifs and 
patterns are wide in scope, ranging from 
florals to geometric abstracts. Each of the 
designs in the collection illustrates at 
least one of the new techniques developed 
by the Tilletts. All are definitely worthy 
of your attention. Although the designs 
will not be available to the trade until 
early Fall, further information may be 
obtained by writing Owens-Corning Fiber- 
glas Corporation at the above address. 


New Showroom for 
Traditional Furniture 


Provence House, 18 East 58th Street, 
New York, is a new showroom devoted 
to reproductions of English, French and 
Italian antique furniture. The new firm 
was formed by Anne Gold and Michael 
Barra, and with few exceptions, the fur- 
niture is designed and manufactured by 
them. Finely detailed hand-carving and 
beautiful finishes in natural wood or 
paint underscore the collection. Models 
include pieces for living, dining and bed- 
room which have been assembled in room 
settings by Celia Endore, A.I.D. and D. 
Philip Spencer. Painted furniture is in- 
termingled with wood finished pieces 
showing the variety of finishes available 
as well as their compatibility when used 
together. An elegant bombé commode, 
for example, is used with an eighteenth 
century ribbon-back headboard finished 
in turquoise with silver leaf; beside this 
is a pair of Biedermeier night tables in 
mahogany. Dining room furniture in- 
cludes a small-scaled group adapted from 
Classic styles by Miss Endore and Mr. 
Spencer. Another grouping shows a long 
Empire sideboard (also useable as a 
dresser) and a French Provincial buffet 
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finished in salmon color with silver leaf. 
There are upholstered pieces for the 
living room in a variety of sofa and chair 
styles in custom sizes. Coffee tables range 
from those entirely of wood, to Italian 
styles with marble tops and bronze bases. 
An additional service available is that of 
custom bedding by Frank A. Hall & Sons. 


Robert Barber: 
New Multi-Line 
Showroom 


The greatly expanded showroom of Rob- 
ert Barber, Inc. encompasses considerably 
more than taking over an entire floor at 
6 East 53rd Street, New York. In addi- 
tion to his own furniture designs, Mr. 
Barber is introducing several new lines 
and is representing a number of firms 
some of which were hitherto unavailable 
to the trade in New York. A handsome 
new case goods line designed by Mr. 
Barber and manufactured by the Orsenigo 
Furniture Company consists of a con- 
temporary dining room group, cabinets 
and occasional pieces. Mansfield Furni- 
ture Company is a new firm for which 
designer Charles Allen has turned out 
a line of upholstered pieces—a versatile 
sectional group with interchangeable 
units in trim lines and exposed wood 
frames. From Woodlux Furniture Com- 
pany are designs by Curt Swinburne: a 
dining group and sleek cabinet pieces ac- 
cented with brass or cane doors. Other 
furniture firms represented include King 
Sleep Products, Salterini, and Pine and 
Baker. Nor is this all. Lamps, accessories, 
pictures—in fact, just about everything 
the interior designer needs to work out 
a scheme for a contemporary home is 
available here. There are lamps and 
sconces from Kneedler-Fauchere, ce- 
ramic lamps by Jamie Art Products, and 
new lamp designs by Tom Lam. For an 
interesting window treatment, the verticle 
louvers by Thru Vu Blinds are available 
in a large color range. And for the wall, 
there is a select and unusually fine group 
of old prints and pictures from Rhoda 
Sande. 


Contemporary with 
Elegance 


If it is true, and from all indications it 
is, that contemporary furniture is fast 
taking on an air of elegance, the firm 
of Dods-Murdick should hit the jack- 
pot. About a year ago, they opened a 
showroom in Chicago at 6-115 Merchan- 
dise Mart. They have now opened 
quarters in New York at 36 East 53rd 
Street. The furniture, which consists of 
both case goods and upholstered pieces, 
is designed by Richard Himmel and has 
been prophetically dubbed as “transi- 
tional.”” Wood throughout is mahogany 
in a choice of three finishes: fruitwood, 
pickled (an off-white tone) and Old 
World (a dark-toned mahogany). Designs 
are trim and simple in line, yet each 


piece is endowed with a feeling of warmth 
and touches of elegance. A large lounge 
chair forms the basic unit of an uphol- 
stered group since it can be made into a 
love seat, a full-size or sectional sofa. 
The fabric covering can be softly tailored 
or with an elegantly detailed skirt. Up- 
holstered side or dining chairs, shaped 
somewhat like cockfighting chairs with- 
out arms, can be made with buttons down 
the back. There is a beautiful tufted sofa 
with bolsters at either end. This, too, 
can be made in several sizes or as a sec- 
tional. A conversation piece (and an 
effective dining chair) is a 58” high back 
chair with a cut-out section at the top 
(for women with pony hairdos!). There 
is a wide variety of table styles: a three- 
tier step table with brass or copper legs 
and a choice of wood or antique white 
parchment top. This model is also made 
with wheels for use as a serving cart. 
A handsome 36” round table with brass 
(or copper frame) has small brass rings 
at intervals around the top edge. A 72” 
long buffet has two slide-under benches, 
each of which has a tray set in the top. 
A nest of tables is similarly fitted with 
trays. Legs on both are straight and gently 
tapered—rather Directoire in feeling. 
This is a firm to watch, one which may 
well be indicating the direction of a new 
look in contemporary furniture. 


In the Swedish Idiom 


If you have been wondering where you 
can buy the striking printed fabrics from 
Sweden’s Nordiska Company which are 
currently being shown in the Design in 
Scandinavia exhibition, we can tell you. 
At the new showroom of Wolfin Asso- 
ciates, 13 East 53rd Street, New York. 
Brilliant colors, startling geometric de- 
signs and stylized floral patterns keynote 
this exciting group of prints available on 
half a dozen different types of material 
making them suitable for drapery, slip- 
cover or upholstery use. One of the most 
effective designs is by Astrid Sampe who 
has created a geometric pattern of co- 
lored squares on cotton velvet. The velvet 
gives a brilliant depth to the bold colors 
in a combination of red, yellow, black 
and orange; a feeling of softness to a 
combination of pastels. Another print, 
reminiscent of a stained glass window, 
has triangular chunks of deep-toned blue, 
green, red, orange and black. In addition 
to fabrics, there is a group of furniture, 
made in this country: modern sofas and 
chairs with gracefully molded lines, and 
a select group of case goods. Modern 
lamps are highlighted by an unusual floor 
lamp which uses a suede shaft on a 
walnut base. Accessories include ceramics 
by Albert Jacobson; new sculptured 
pieces by Louise Nevelson, in powerful 
abstract forms; and paintings by Maurice 
Grosman—semi-abstracts of still-lifes and 
landscapes.

We had a visit the other afternoon from 
Mr. R. F. Randolph who showed us a 
selection of prints from his large collec- 
tion by contemporary European and 
American artists. Mr. Randolph has been 
a collector for many years and obviously 
knows his prints from aquatint to zinco- 
graph. Although he has a studio at 269 
West 23rd Street, New York, he spends 
much of his time calling upon interior 
designers or their clients, bringing with 
him a portfolio of representative prints 
which he will lend on memorandum. The 
examples we saw were finely colored and 
depicted a variety of subjects. There were 
a number of handsome still lifes of fruit 
by Luigi Rist; rural scenes with superb 
cloud effects by Ernest Watson; an ex- 
tensive group of aquatints by Karl Deh- 
mann whose scenic views of New York 
of yesterday and today are almost photo- 
graphic in their realistic details; Paris 
and London scenes by a Viennese artist, 
Hans Figura. All the prints in his collec- 
tion are from limited editions, and prices 
are highly reasonable, ranging from ap- 
proximately $10 to $25 retail. Mr. Ran- 
dolph can be reached by telephone at 
CHelsea 2-2129. 


Hi-Hat in a New Form 


Most interior designers are familiar with 
the recessed lighting fixture which Lite- 
craft Manufacturing Corporation has 
aptly dubbed its “hi-hat’”—a simple cir- 
cular form shaped like its namesake, 
which fits snugly into the ceiling so that 
just the glass and lower rim show.

Fabrics with Realism 

If you are looking for an effective and 
unusual drapery treatment, you might do 
well to consider the interesting idea, de- 
veloped by Backdrops Incorporated, of 
printing photographically on _ fabric. 
Working from an ordinary photograph or 
negative, they can enlarge the picture to 
the size desired and print it on any type 
of material. Colors are limited to mono- 
chromatic combinations of black, brown, 
blue or red on white. The overall effect 
is that of a mural but with all the real- 
istic details which can be achieved only 
through photography. The mood and 
feeling of the fabric, of course, is de- 





termined by your choice of photograph 
and fabric which will depend on whether 
it is to be used in a night club, a bank 
or a living room. We saw several fabrics 
printed in this way and were quite im- 
pressed with the results. A scene of the 
New York skyline printed on a heavy 
twill fabric, for instance, had a definite 
theatrical look. On the other hand, a 
mountain scene on very sheer nylon 
would be completely appropriate for use 
in the home.

Accent on Texture 
and Color 


New fabrics find their way into Jack 
Lenor Larsen’s fascinating collections at 
60 East 58th Street, New York almost 
faster than we can keep up with them. 
The latest batch includes several groups 
of drapery-upholstery weaves in wide 
ranges of color and textural interest. 
There are no less than forty colors avail- 
able in a new “Ginger Weave” which 
combines yarn-dyed linen, viscose and 
colored Metlon. “Tarragon” is a com- 
panion to this in a combination of wool, 
lustrous viscose and linen. A new group 
of handweaves from the Caribbean are 
wonderfully rough in texture, rich in 
color, denoting all the primitive qualities 
of their origin. For the wall, Mr. Larsen 
has added a group of tapestry panels by 
Lynn Alexander who uses fabric yarns as 
a painter would a brush to weave intri- 
cate and rhymthic patterns. From Africa 
comes a line of native handspun woolen 
fabrics imported by Margit Pinter: thick 
and luxurious blanket-like fabrics or tex- 
tured weaves, hand-dyed by ancient na- 
tive methods. These new groups, in ad- 
dition to Mr. Larsen’s already abundant 
selection, should provide fabric inspira- 
tion for many a contemporary scheme.

IT’S TIME FOR A FLOOR COVERINGS RENAISSANCE 


It must be puzzling to the subscribers of INTERIOR DESIGN that the 
floor coverings manufacturers are so conspicuously absent as advertisers, 
particularly when all other categories of the sources of supply are so 
consistently presenting their various types of products for your consid- 
eration in the advertising pages. 

It certainly seems that the floor coverings industry has by-passed you 
as an important selling factor. This is due, no doubt, to their lack of 
awareness of your real importance as a setter of styles and trends in the 
homefurnishings industry. They have been unaware of the expansion of 
your profession from the individual operation into multiple operations, 
and the collective impact of your profession on the sale of floor cover- 
ings to the American consumer. 

It’s time for a floor coverings renaissance, particularly in the soft 
floor coverings industry. The carpet industry has not been telling their 
story of design, color, texture and comfort to you who have the most 
influence trend-wise in the homefurnishings industry. Sales and mer- 
chandising techniques must be adjusted upward to the interior designer 
level. I doubt whether the industry as a whole has recognized that suc- 
cessful merchandising in the quality homefurnishings field is being done 
today on the interior designer’s level not only for style and design, but, 
probably most important of all, the retail sale also. In essence, comfort, 
luxury and the concept of gracious living should be restored to the sales 
and promotional efforts of the floor coverings industry. 

Whether you operate as an independent or in the interior decorating 
department of a retail store, you have an important part to play in this 
renaissance. Good interior designing or interior decoration must begin 
with the floor. There is a very definite place for all quality types of floor 
coverings on the market, whether it be linoleum, asphalt, rubber, vinyl 
or cork in hard floor coverings or wool, cotton, man-made fibers, singly 
or in combination in soft floor coverings. Don’t lose or let your client lose 
his perspective on the contribution that a well-designed floor makes to 
the graciousness and comfort of a fine interior. 

You have a large stake in the floor coverings industry. You can con- 
tribute a lot toward helping the industry by continually selling your 
clients on the importance of the floor in relation to a well designed 
room. 

Be articulate about your floor coverings problems and requirements. 
Let the floor coverings manufacturers know how you feel about their 
products and the products of the industry as a whole. I am sure that 
serious attention will be given to your thinking regardless of whether 
you operate as an individual or as part of the interior decorating depart- 





ment of a retail store. 
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INFLUENCE 


The artistic ideals which animate the modern work of 
the interior designer today are not always discernable nor 
easily explained. The reason for this is that with so many 
styles of design in so many historical periods heretofore 
to select from, the interior designer now finds difficulty 
in fashioning décor vivid enough to challenge more than 
current headlines and is therefore content to have his 
work rather exemplify the deftness and authority with 
which he exercises ability in each respective job, a tradi- 
tional interior one day and perhaps a modern interior the 
next. 

The apartment shown here, the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Wyman, is located in New York on Fifth Avenue, 
and was designed by Fred V. Gerstel, Inc., under the 
supervision of Interior Designer Thomas L. Nock. It is 
a case very much to the point. Put simply, the decorative 
styling is* definitely modern, fluctuating between an 
emphasis on structure—as exemplified in the dining room 
and library—and an emphasis on color scheme and fur- 
nishings, as in the living room. Perhaps it is the impression 
conveyed by the capable handling of color that remains 


longest in the memory, originating with beige tones in

niture. The sectional sofa faces a cabinet for television, 
to right of elevated fireplace; and specially designed 
cabinet shown at left houses a high-fidelity set.

The focal point in the large comfortable living room 
is the fireplace with white brick hearth raised above the 
floor, over which is hung a portrait by Victor Laks. Two 

’ walls here are painted cocoa, blending with the beige 
carpet, the remaining walls treated as big windows, one 
with curtains of beige textured silk overprinted in off- 
white and dark brown in a bamboo pattern, hung over 
Venetian blinds, the other with beige silk gauze, also 
over Venetian blinds, extending from ceiling to floor. 
This unusual and original treatment is given additional 
interest by dramatic lighting, the source concealed behind 
a continuous cornice light box. In a corner opposite the 
fireplace is a semicircular sectional sofa, upholstered in 
a dark brown handwoven textured fabric matching the 
brown in the curtains, stationed so as to face the cabinet 
housing a TV cabinet set at the right of the fireplace 
near a specially designed floor lamp. To the left of the

The dark mass of the sectional sofa is 
balanced by a grand piano, in black. lacquer finish, op- 
posite, over which is hung an 18th-century painting of

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Featured in the dining room is a 
specially designed buffet suspended 
between built-in walnut piers with 
doors to butler’s pantry and closet, 
as shown at left; the source of the 
effective down lighting is concealed 
behind the frieze. Beige and white 
are combined with dark brown and 
spiced with sharp color from two 
oil paintings for a delightful scheme. 
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Sharp color contrasted with off-white walls 
characterizes the study-guest room with 
specially dyed black carpet, and silk gauze 
curtains in an all-over blue, white, char- 
treuse and black pattern of spinning tops. 
A desk-cabinet at the window, and old 
paneled doors opposite the bed, covered 
with Weldex worked in a pattern of squares 
with diagonal graining, are other features. 
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Also opening off the spacious entrance hall is the 
library, a pleasant room with walls partly in old knotty 
pine and in off-white and brown flecked fabric, a modern 
linen crash, hung as wallpaper. The carpet here is beige, 
as in the living room. Curtains, with dramatic up-and- 
down cove lighting, are natural linen bearing a philoden- 
dron leaf design in dark brown, tan and red, the attrac- 
tive cove lighting repeated on the wall opposite over a 
bridge table grouping set between a built-in cabinet to 
the right and a pivot bar, completely equipped, to the 
left, the doors of both treated with colorful antique maps. 
Sofas, upholstered in a handwoven dark brown, red and 
beige fabric, are set opposite each other, with two cock- 
tail tables between set together as a simple large one, in 
the bookcase end of the room, forming a compact group- 
ing that lends a spacious effect to the room. Flexibility 
is given an otherwise stiff arrangment by a handsome 
wing chair, designed by Robsjohn-Gibbings, upholstered 
in solid red fabric. 

The commendable talents of Mr. Nock are particularly 
evident in the beautiful dining room, with its fine han-

FURNITURE 


BY EDWARD DEMING ANDREWS 


A just appreciation of the values, practical or aes- 
thetic, in Shaker craftsmanship is dependent not alone on 
a technical analysis of design, material and finish, but 
on a sympathetic understanding of the principles which 
motivated the work of Shaker hands. From the time of 
its late eighteenth-century organization, in eastern New 
York State, to the zenith of its development just before 
the Civil War, when it had spread through New Eng- 
land and out into Kentucky and Ohio, the joiners and 
mechanics of this society evolved an indigenous furni- 
ture style which reflected, often subtly, the spirit with 
which the culture was richly infused. Thus, the ideal of 
purity, which found expression in the doctrine of the 
celibate life, excluded all “works” touched by error, 
blemish or imperfection. Similarly, the principle of sep- 
aration from the world involved, in operation, not only 
a physical withdrawal into segregated communities— 
eighteen in all—but also the rejection of all worldliness: 
vanity, display and “carnal” taste. Again, the practice 
of a united interest, of holding all goods in common, 
affected the secular activity of the sect, imbuing work- 
manship with an identifiable though never a stereo- 
typed character. 

Viewed objectively and without undue reference to 
the parent culture, Shaker furniture nevertheless pos- 
sesses certain general but interrelated attributes: a re- 
straint or economy in design, a sober perfection in work- 
manship and, above all, a manifest usefulness. The first 
property was the inevitable consequence of a belief, 
almost a passion, for simplicity. An entire section of 
the Shaker Millennial Laws was devoted to superfluities. 
“Ornamentation” was rejected not only because it was

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unessential, since flat, smooth surfaces were easier to 
keep clean, but also because it was distracting, unna- 
tural, almost deceitful. Why obscure the beauty of wood 
and grains by veneers, inlays and needless surface dec- 
oration? Why adulterate pure lines and planes by excess 
turnings and carvings? The Shaker craftsman, how 
consciously we cannot say, was searching for sheer form 
and design which would satisfy a conscience intolerant 
of display. 

Though unpretentious, the results were anything but 
plain. In renouncing the importance of embellishment 
the Shakers paid compensatory attention to the values 
of proportion, straight lines, gentle curves and soft fin- 
ishes. In the joiner’s approach to his craft was a con- 
cern, an instinct for rightness, which swept the occupa- 
tional scene free of dross, leaving works of chastened 
skill and serenity. 

The third characteristic, utility, or what today would 
be termed functionalism, was intimately involved in the 
qualities of restraint and perfection. Though beauty, as 
an end in itself, was repudiated, it rested, the Shakers 
held, on utility: “that which has in itself the highest 
use possesses the greatest beauty.” And again, a truth 
which we might well ponder today: “All beauty that 
has not a foundation in use, soon grows distasteful, and 
needs continual replacement with something new.” 

Order and use were basic concepts. In all the Shakers 
did, their first inquiry was, will it be useful? Their cov- 
enant enjoined them to improve their time and talents 
in this life in a manner which might be most useful. 
Joseph Meecham, the architect of the Shaker com- 
munal system, early set up the standard that “all work 
done, or things made in the church, ought to be faith- 
fully and well done, but plain and without superfluity 
—neither too high nor too low.” His edict, that all 
things must be made . . . “according to their order and 
use,” could serve, in its broad implications, as a defini- 
tion of the functional ideal. 

In answering the legitimate question—useful for 
what?—we must confine ourselves to the specific society 
within which this style emerged. As a millennial order, 
the Shakers believed they would endure, and therefore 
should do their work “as though they had a thousand 
years to live,” and “as if they were to die tomorrow.” 
A sense of permanence, an animus manendi, pervaded

to stay. Consequently, in architecture, furniture and all 
appointments, convenience, strength and durability were 
objectives of essential value. The materials, native woods 
such as pine, cherry and maple, were carefully selected. 
The tools, often improved devices made by Shaker 
mechanics, were excellent. For strength, iron sometimes 
supplemented wooden supports in stools and _ tables. 
Workmanship was meticulous, the result of long ap- 
prenticeship; joints were skillfully dovetailed or mor- 
tised. For reasons of economy, drawers and cupboards 
were often built into the structure of a room. Rooms 


were spacious and airy, not only because they were de- 





void of clutter and always scrupulously clean, but also 
because the furniture was made for specific uses; trestle 
ag a peg tet tables, sewing stands, cupboards, etc. were constructed 
factured with “wood-loops’, later they so that all space was utilized.

ae eT eee ee lected. Among the first to manufacture chairs for the 
market, the Shakers early in their history made rocking 
chairs, primarily for the use of their own elderly mem- 
bers. These chairs, like so much of the Shaker furniture, 
were designed for foreseen uses. The purpose predeter- 
mined the design, even the placement of given pieces. 
In conclusion, I can testify to the satisfactions that 
my wife and I have had in adapting this native Ameri- 
can style to our own homes, whether they were modern 
apartments or an eighteenth-century farmhouse. That 
these pieces accommodate themselves to space conditions 
and the diverse uses of contemporary living, goes with- 
out saying. Equally satisfying is the way they harmonize 
with their background, whether white-plastered, paneled 
or papered walls. In a room thus furnished, color may 
be freely used as well as the accessories of modern living. 
They set the tone of a kitchen, a bedroom, a living- 
room, imbuing interiors with a spirit which reminds us 
always of the high standard—call it utilitarian or aes- 
thetic as you will—of the labor that went into their 


making.

DECORATORS CLUB 

As the high spot in its years of activity and progress, 
the Decorators Club of New York celebrated its fortieth 
anniversary with a large formal dinner recently in the 
beautiful Embassy Room of the Hotel Ambassador. The 
evening was a festive one with dancing and the theater 
entertainment of Angna Enters enjoyed in a white and 
pink barque setting of great charm. Mildred Irby, presi- 
dent, presided and outlined a short history of the Club 
in the opening address. William Pahlmann was intro- 
duced as master of ceremonies. Past presidents seated 
at the speakers’ table included Mrs. Edward Albright, 
Helen Sells Clarkson, Mrs. Walter L. Ehrich, Mrs. 
Harold A. Reitz, Bertha Schaefer, and Marguerite 
Snider. 

“The Decorators Club of New York was formed in 
1914 and incorporated in 1922, with thirty-eight charter 
members,” said Miss Irby by way of introduction. “The 
first meetings were held at Gertrude Ghenn Robinson’s 
little white house on East 84th Street, with Mary Linton 
Ackerman, now deceased, presiding. At the outbreak of 
World War I the group met in a loft to make ambulance 
pillows and soldiers’ utility cases, using materials donated 
by various fabric houses, and in 1917 the Club held a 
fair and realized sufficient funds to buy an ambulance 
which was presented to the Red Cross. Activities of the 
Club have included many types of exhibitions and 
lectures, particularly since the organization moved 
into quarters in the Squibb Building where it has been 
able to enlarge its scope by including exhibitions of room 
settings and manufacturers’ products. The purpose of 
the Decorators Club is still to establish approved artistic 
and ethical standards, to cooperate with architects, de- 
signers, artists and allied professions in a common effort 
to enable all to work together for the highest attain- 
ments in their respective fields.” 

William Pahlmann, after being presented to the guests 
by Miss Irby, enlivened the evening with a brisk review 
of happenings within the Club—with reminiscences con- 
cerning past-presidents—and in the world in general, 
interspersed with song hits of forty years ago enthusi- 
astically revived by the audience and the orchestra of 
the evening. 

“Tt was in 1914,” Mr. Pahlmann reminded his audi- 
ence, “that Henry Ford announced his memorable wage 
policy for labor . . . the first radio broadcast was made

were assassinated, thus precipitating World War I .

BOOK REVIEW 


LONDON FURNITURE MAKERS: 1660-1840 


By Ambrose Heal. Illustrated with pho- 
tographs. 276 pp. London: B. T. Bats- 
ford, Ltd. In New York: John de Graff, 
Inc., 64 West 23 St. $25 

Interest in antique furniture during recent years has 
shown a marked tendency towards the consideration of 
individual examples and the identification of their mak- 
ers. This despite the fact that a generation ago the gen- 
eral public would have been at a loss to instance the 
names of more than half a dozen furniture makers or 
designers. The vague term, “Chippendale” covered the 
mahogany furniture and “Hepplewhite” the inlaid satin- 
wood pieces. 

This work, the result of thirty years’ research, is the 
first published record of the principal cabinetmakers, 
upholsterers, carvers and gilders working in London 
from 1660 to 1840. It comprises the names, addresses 
and dates of no less than 2,500 individual firms, with 
many reproductions of the rare and little-known trade 
cards announcing their productions which were used by 
the more reputable firms. These cards reveal not only 
the names and addresses of hitherto unknown makers 
but also indicate the classes of work they were prepared 
to offer. In addition the work contains a special chapter 
by R. W. Symonds, the authority on antiques, dealing 
with the problem of identification and is illustrated by 
a number of outstanding examples of furniture of the 
period which have been authenticated by bills of ac- 
count, marks or labels, and it will be found of particular 
interest to all engaged in the study of old English fur- 
niture.

dling of matching natural woods in paneling and furni- 
ture, specially designed buffet, delightful color scheme, 
and circular dark brown rug laid over a white vinyl tile 
floor. This attention to details is seen again in the walnut 
base and ceiling molding, a master stroke indeed, for 
they contribute a crisp finished note to the tout ensemble. 
Curtains here are of a beige handwoven chenille fabric 
shot with sparkling Lurex threads, and are perfect with 
the beige and off-white walls and white floor. The spe- 
cially designed circular table for dining, which can be 
extended to accommodate twelve persons, has a walnut 
top and black lacquer base. A console table, set under a 
painting on the wall opposite the entrance door, is fitted 
with four drawers for silver, and a convenient pull-out 
shelf with Formica top can be pulled out at either end 
of it for buffet service. A specially designed buffet 1s 
suspended between two cabinets concealing linen closet 
and service door against the wall opposite the wide win- 
dow. This handsome buffet features a walnut top, off- 
white lacquered front and modern brass hardware. Con- 
trasting color is contributed to the room by a framed 
painting above the buffet. A specially designed brass and 
black ceiling fixture, with separately controlled up-and- 
down lighting, and specially designed wall brackets, con- 
tribute to the pleasant atmosphere in the room at night, 
created by the concealed down lighting over the buffet 
and behind the curtains. 

Typical of the more intimate rooms of the apartment 
is the study-guest room illustrated, its striking color 
scheme inspired by a pair of antique Delft jardinieres in 
the room. The carpet here is black, specially dyed, and 
in sharp contrast with the off-white walls and woodwork. 
Curtains above the specially designed desk-cabinet with 
accompanying armchairs at the window are silk gauze 
in a modern all-over pattern of spinning tops in blue, 
white, chartreuse and black. To the left of the window 
are two handsome chest units of limed oak, finished to 
match the desk-cabinet at the window and specially de- 
signed cabinets, extending to the ceiling at the right. The 
cabinets supply additional storage space and a built-in 
lighting cornice over the desk for down lighting. The 
chairs at the desk have black lacquer pivot bases and are 
upholstered in chartreuse antique satin. A specially de- 
signed bed-sofa in the room is covered in a tweedy hand- 
woven fabric of black, blue and natural yarns, on which 
extra black velvet cushions have been placed. 

Summed up, this interesting apartment in the modern 
Scandinavian idiom is a uniquely satisfying interior 
which, in its development has probed deeply into the 
problems of the interior designer and consequently re- 
presents a most important phase of the work being done 
today. Interior Designer Thomas L. Nock is to be con- 
gratulated.

last two weeks, from June 6 to June 20. Over 500,000 are 
expected to attend, and besides art and music, the Festi- 
val also plans to present architecture, drama, poetry and 
the dance. 


A Living Museum 


If you have but one day to spend in New England and 
want to absorb the maximum share of New England’s 
charm and spirit, by all means spend that day at Old 
Sturbridge Village. This living museum is 60 miles from 
Boston and 150 miles from New York at the junction of 
routes 15 and 20. A 400-acre prototype of a late 18th- 
early 19th century New England town, it includes 30 or 
more colonial buildings—a village blacksmith shop, grist 
mill, general store. The atmosphere will easefully carry 
you back to the stirring days of the American Revolution 
and another way of life. Here you can stay at an authen- 
tic coaching tavern of the era—the 1771 Publick House in 
Sturbridge. And in its ballroom art gallery don’t be sur- 
prised to find the works of contemporary artists . . . an- 
other example of New England combining past and pre- 
sent. At the Village Tavern within Old Sturbridge 
Village you can lunch on baked beans, spoon dropped 
codfish cakes, Indian pudding and Joe froggers—authen- 
tic Yankee fare in the authentic Colonial atmosphere. Or 
you may dine at the gracious Lincoln House, a Greek

South to Cape Cod 

Going South from Boston, you come to Cape Cod. But 
not until you cross the Canal, far beyond Plymouth Rock, 
do you reach the real Cape—the cranberry bogs, sand 
dunes, scrub pines, and quaint fishing villages where art, 
music and drama flourish the summer long. 

Provincetown, on the tip of the Cape, is the nation’s 
largest art colony, with its own museum, many art schools 
and a multitude of studios. In Wellfleet, a weatherbeaten 
fishing village, north of Provincetown, is the Mayo Hill 
Galleries, one of the Cape’s best examples of modern 
architecture designed by Nathaniel Saltonstall, Boston 
architect and art collector. The Gallery, which has out- 
door frescoes designed by Anne Poor, brings the latest art 
of 57th Street to the straw hat and beret circuit. 

Circling the Cape, on its South side, you find the 
sportsman’s happy hunting grounds. At the Treadway 
Inn at Coonamessett, near North Falmouth and Woods 
Hole, is a 2,500-acre playground—a private airport, mile- 
long Coonamessett Lake, private swimming pool, golf 
course, polo grounds and Richard Aldrich’s famous Fal- 
mouth Playhouse.

The North Shore 


Fishing, sailing, the arts and music are co-mingled on 
the North Shore above Boston in places like Salem, 
Marblehead or Gloucester. A typical example is the town 
of Ipswich, some 30 miles north of Boston, famous for 
its clams and its long, curving beach. 

Within the boundaries of Ipswich are more early 
American homes than you'll find anywhere else in our 
land. If you can be there on August 7, on Ipswich 
17th Century Day, the hospitable doorways of many of 
these fine historic homes will be open to the public—the 
Whipple House begun in 1638, nearly 150 years before 
the Revolution; the Dodge House, a gift to Robert Paine, 
Jr. and his bride in 1660. 

From July 9 through August 21 North Shore music 
lovers flock to Ipswich’s Castle Hill, a 1,350-acre estate 
in the Bourbon style. Here a series of weekend concerts 
is impeccably chosen by Samuel Barlow for outdoor pres- 
entation in the formal gardens. Between concerts, Castle 
Hill serves as an art center and school. 

The charm of New England is indeed varied and in- 
timate. Fun and culture—ancient or modern—are all to 
be found here in one neat package, awaiting the interior 
designer’s pleasure and vacation time.
